The Bishop of Victoria, when, preaching 
at St. John’s Cathedral on Sunday even- 
ing last, referred to Dr. Lim Boon Keng's 
remarkable specch at the University lagt 
week, in which he said the University 
was “ Britain's hand of good will an 
triendstap to China”... ‘ta light 
house tu siJuminate a State that was, alas, 
at present in chaos and darkness.’ The 
Bishop hoped. Hongkong ‘would freely 
expend ita avonry and talent in educating 
every child who Jived: under its fag. His 
appeal, however, was rather to the Church 
than to the State. ‘Lhe Church to-day had 
‘a wonderful opportunity to evangelize 
the world. She must not shrink from 
any criticism that would render her more 
eticient. Men were not indifferent to 
the Christian Church; they were watching 
her with critieal eyes. Only by exhibiting 
a capacity for great and noble change 
of mind and renewal of heart. would the! 
Church of England escape the dafger 
now threatening her of losing ruinoualy 
and shamefully the greatest: opportunity 


onuURCH 


ever set. before her by the pravidence ‘o! 
God. 4 
To rise to their opportunity, togéther 
with redidicating themselves, revivify & 
ihéir serviews, reuniting their forces. 
reforming their machinery, they must at 
once undertake a vadt Church’ extension 
acheme, With regard to China, they: had 
learned not to disparage the philosoply 
of her great sages and arleulatly Con- 
fucius. Indeed, it wan his teaching that 
had conserved her civilization through 
30 many centuries, but like Judaism it 
needed to be supplemented, and, in -some 
respeels, superseded by Christianity, 
st’s was the light that would dispel 
China’s darkness and they were His light 
bearers. In the past their light had too 
often been hiddea under a Syushel, the 
emblem of bheir trade--for example, 
liquur traue in West Africa and opium 
trade in China.

Mot Chrstian Deneufinations had their 
big extension schetws lor which milions 
ot dollars were being rapidly raised—and 
many had fine buildings in the Metropolis 
of South China. * Surely the Anglican 
Church must also contribute some rays of 
spiritual light fur the illumination of 
that vast eily. Finally, the Bishop sug- 
gested that it would he extending the 
nand of goodwill and friendship if the] 
Cauthearal congregation would present a 
tower to the new church which the Chi- 
nese church members were building in 
Canton. The tower would cost a little 
less than they had so generously given 
last. year for the repair of the Cathedral 
organ t.« $7,000. rd could ‘easily be Bub- 
scribed ‘The opportunity that offered 
itself now would not occur again.’ If 
they seized it, long after they were geod 
and gone, their fortunes spent and. their 
namea forgotten, the cross on their i gift 
to their Chinese brethren would ‘be a 
witness in a mighty city of their Christian 
spirit and would point future genera- 
tions in China to their true Jight and 
great Redeemer.

Tt, however, was obvious that publicity 
regarding the preliminary converantions 
now procecding must he subject to limita- 
tions, necessarily imposed by the difficult 
and delicate nature of their object. 

The .cmmanage?d proceeds in justifica- 
tion of its decision and pointy out that 
these conversations arc var more analogous 
to the mectings of a Cabinet which alwnys 
was, and neoessarily fo, private, rather 
than those of a Legislature.
